Claims 26-63 are drawn to particular switching network arrangement, 
classified in class 370, subclass 386. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 

together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I is concerned 
with paths for flows within a multi-stage network made up of processing nodes; 
invention II is concerned with replicating at a node of a multi-stage network in which 
nodes are grouped into cluster of nodes having similar application functionality; while 
invention III is concerned with a virtual connectivity grid overlaid on a physical network 
in which nodes are coupled to one or more physical switches through respective 
physical interfaces. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these invention are distinct for the reason given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purpose as indicated is proper.
